GERMANS USE U. S. VESSEL 
FOR SUBMARINE SHIELD? 


Captain of Bark Normandy Threat- 
ened Prior to Sinking of Russ 


Boat Off Ireland, Dispatch Says. 


LIVERPOOL, July 13, 2:10 a. m.—How 
an American ship is alleged to have been 
used ae @ shield by a German submarine 
for the sinking of another vessel is the 
‘story related by members of the crew of 
the American bark Normandy, which has 
arrived here from Gulfport, Miss. 

The story is that the Normandy was 
stopped sixty miles southwest of Tuskar 
Rock, Ireland, Friday night. 

‘The captain of the bark, it ls asserted, 
was allowed to return to the Normandy, 
but under the threat that his ship would 
be sunk unless he shielded the subma- 
rine, which lay around the side of the 
bark, hiding iteelf from an approaching 
vessel. This vessel proved to be the Rus- 
sian steamet Leo. 


minutes later the crew of the Normandy 
saw the Leo blown up.

Washington, D. C., July 12.—Secret serv- 
ice agents are codperating with the police 
of practically every eastern and southern 
city in an effort to run down what is be- 
lieved to be a ‘conspiracy, titanic in its 
scope, to destroy freight steamers clear- 
ing from American ports for England and 
France, according to astory published to- 
day by the Washington Times. 

The exposé is nearly ready, it is freely 
reported, and officials expect revelations 
of so startling a nature as to surprise the 
world. 

A large amount of money is behind the 
conspiracy, it is hinted in weil informed 
quarters. 

New York reports are that arrests are 
momentarily expected there of men, all 
said to be in a conspiracy to plant bombs 
aboard English vessels, supplementing 
the submarine warfare of Germany. 
Whether the New York conspirators are 
affliated with Pearce or were affili- 
ated with Muenter is not now indicated.

It requires or- 
derly exercises, quiet, individual atten- 
tion, such as is given in kindergarten 
work. 
The more normally minded children who 
are born with a tendency to epilepsy, or 
who show such a tendency, or who have 
epilepsy, should have special training. 
They must be taught regular habits. They 
must lead lives free from excitement. 


The mind and 
body must be constantly occupied with 
appropriate exercises. Light food, regu- 
lar hours, plenty of outdoor exercise, with 
full hours of sleep are essential for such 
children.

The present earl, fifth of his line, has 
not yet made his mark in the realms of 
science, having given up his time to sol- 
diering, being among the veterans of the 
Boer war. But with the blood in his 
veins, and considering the surroundings 
amid which he was reared from his earij- 
est boyhood, it would be surprising if he 
did not later on contribute his share to 
the fame of the family, as a phenomenal 
explorer or scientist. 

Both the late earl and his brother 
Charles were always prominent figures
